At first the King I'efused to j 
to give it up, but till! Huci'essive mes- 
sengers who w i i r .M-nt to him jiointed 
out how essential it w a.s for liiin to 
yield up something great to prove the 
sincerity of his word.s. The King then 
assenibled his chiefs and ]ieople in open 
council at T'ooinassie, and it was re- 
solved that tlie a.x should be given u]). 
Tho King .said, however, in ctleet : 
"This iix is an emblem of such high 
sovereignty that if I yiidd it up and it 
is kept on the coast I shall yield all 
tho power I possess and my neighbors 
and the J?antis will laugh at me." 1 1 
was suggested that he should semi it to 
his good friend Paptain l'>arrow, with .i 
request that it should be forwarded to 
England to the tiiucon. The King said 
to Achom)ion,oneof his ]irincipal chiefs, 
"On that condition 1 will give it np to 
you tp.carry to my good friend," and 
Acihompbn handed it to the Captain, 
who, by Governor Howe's instructions, 
brought it to England. 

Tlios. .M i:vi-:i!.s, a negro li\ iiig at Itan 
towlos, S. C, conceived that it was his 
duty to offer up a human sacrifice to 
Ood. l^obody could reason the idea 
out of his head, though oti other subjects, 
he was rational. He chose his son, 
agedl3, as the victim.
